The  total  rainfall  for  1943  was  deficient  by  2.64”,  It  Yiras  belov/ 
the  average  in  J anuary^^ February, March,  April,  June^ October, November, 


and  December,  being  markedly  so  in  March  & April.  The  months  in 

which  the  precipitai^ioh  vi^as  above  the  average  were  May, July,

August  and  September.  The  wettest  months  were  May  and  September, 
April  was  the  driest  month,  only  0.50”  having  been  recorded, 

WATER. 

Throughout  the  year  samples  from  various  parts  of  the  systan 
have  been  sent  to  Truro  for  analysis.  These  were  reported  as  being 
satisfactory,  vdth  the  exception  of  one,  which  showed  slight  signs 
of  contamination  na  bh  Micro-organisms,  but  it  was  not  regarded 
as  dangerous  unless  further  deterioration  occurred.  It  was  therefore 
kept  under  observation  at  intervals. 

Thera  was  also  another  spring,  v\fhich  it  had  been  hoped  might 
be  incorporated  in  the  borough  supply,  but  a series  of  analyses 
having  given  unfavourable  reports,  it  Viras  impossible  to  carry  out 
the  plan  of  utilisation. 

Ovdng  to  heavy  extr?  demands,  for  Service  reasons,  on  the 
Bo rough » s water  supply,  it  became  necessary  to  augment  the  existing 
sources  in  order  to  ease  the  situation,  as  even  in  normal  times, 
a prolonged  spal'i  of  drought  was  likely  to  cause  no  little  anxiety, 
Accordingly,  three  additional  schemes  were  set  on  font  vrhereby  the 
supply  wo'uld  be,  augmented  and,  by  the  middle  of  1944,  it  was  hoped 
that  all  possible  requirements  would  be  met  without  difficulty. 

A chlorinatj.ng  plant  has  now  been  installed  whereby  fully 
of  the  Borough*  s 'water  supply  will  be  subject  in  future  to 
chlorination. 
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AI^TI-  DIPHTHERIA  IMlvlUNBlTIOISl 

This  procedure  has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years. 

In  all,  35  inoculations  were  done,  25  of  these  being  children 
under  5'y6ars  of  age,  and  10  between  5 and  I5.  Of  the  38I  children 
in  the  Borough  it  is  estimated  that  92^  of  the  under  5 group  have 
been  protected  up  to  the  end  of  1945  and  68^  of  the  children  between 
5 and  15.
